If you diſſemble ſome- 
times your Knowledge of that you are thought to know, 
you ſhall be thought another time to know that yuu 
know not, Speech of a man's ſeif is not good often, 
and there is but one caſe whereina man may praiſe him- 
elf with goo:l Grace, and that is in commending Virtue 
in another, eſpecially it it be ſuch a Vitve as where- 
unto kimſcif- pret-ndeth : Speech of touch towards o= 
tiers, ſhould be ſparingly uſed ; for Diſcourſe ought to 
be as a ticld, without coming howe to any man. Diſ- 
cretion of Speech is more thea tloquence, and to ſpeak 
agreeably to him, with whom we deal, is more then to 
tpeak in good Words, or in good Order. Laftly, in a 
ſer Speech in an Alſembly, it is expetted a man ſhould 
uſe all his Reaſons in the caſe he handleth ; but in pri- 
vate Perſwalions it is always a great Error.

way. All wiſe wen. to decline the envy of their own 
Virtues, uſe to aſcribe them to I rov dence and Fortune, 
for ſo thy may- the hetter aſſume them.

Read 
not to contradict, nor to bclicve, but to weigh and 
confider. Soine Books are to be taſted, and others 
to be ſwallowed. Reading makes a full man, Confer- 
reace a ready man, and Writing an exat man: And 
therefurc if a man \Write little, he had nced havea great 
Memory ; if he confer little, he had need havea preſent 
Wit; & it he read little, he had need have muchCunning, 
to know that he doth not, Hiſtories ma-e men wile, 
Poets witty, the Mathematicks ſubtil, natural Philo- 
fophy deep, Morral grave, Logick and Rhetoricks able 
to contend. There is no ſtand or impedimett in the 
Wit, but may be brought out by fit Stud es, like as 
Diſeaſes of the Body may be apropriate Exerciſes, 
Shouting is good for the Lungs and Breaſt , gentle 
walking for the Stomach, Riding for the Head and the 
like, So if a man's Wit be wandring. let him ftudy the 
Mathematick ; if hs Wit be not apt to diſtinguiſh, or 
find d Ferences, let him Rtudy the Schoel-men ; if it be 
not apt to bear over matters.& to find out Reſemblances 
let I'm rudy Lawyers caſes» So every defeft of the 
Mind have ſpecial Reccipt.

Urely, there is ina ſort a right in every Suit, either 

a right of Fquity, if it be a Suit of ControverNc, 

or a Tight of deſart, i it be a Suit of Pet tion. If at- 
feetion lead a man to favour the wrong fide in Juſtice, 
let him rather uſe his Countenance to compornd the 
matter, 
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matter,then to carry it. 1t Aﬀettion lead a man to favour 

the leſs worthy in deſart, let him do it without depra- 
ving or diſabling the bettec deferver. To be ignorant 
of the value of a Sait,is Simplicity, as well as to be ig- 

norant of the right therevf.is wart of Conſcience- No- 
thing is thought ſo catic a requeſt to a great Perſon, as 
his Letter, and yet it it be nut in a good Caule, it is 
ſo much out of his Reputation. 


X X 11. Of Negotiating. 


T is generally better to deal by Speech, then by Letter, 
and by the mediation of a third, then by a man's 
ſelf ; Letters are good when a man would-dra:v an An- 
ſwer by Letters back again, or when it may ſerve for a 
man's Juſtification, afterwards to produce his own Let- 
ter, or where it may be danger to be interrupted, or 
heard by pieces. To deal in Perſon is good, when 2 
mans Face breeds regard ; as commonly with Inferiors, 
or in tender caſes, where a mans Eye, upon the Counte- 
nance of him with whom one ſpeaketh, may give hima 
direftion how far togo ; and generally, where a man 
will reſerve to himſelf Liberty either to difavow or 
to expound. It is better to ſound a Perſon with whom one 
deal afar off, then to fall upon the Point at firſt, except 
you mean to ſurpriſe him by ſore ſhort Queftion. It 
3s hetter dealing with men in Appetite, then with thoſe 
which are where they would be. In choice of Inſtru-- 
ments | for dealing } it is better tochuſo men of plainec 
ſort, that are like to do that that is committed to them, 
and to report back again faithfully the Succeſs, then 
thoſe that are cunning, to contrive out of other mens 
Batincſs ſomewhat to grace themſelves, and will help 
the matter in Report for ſatisf:Aion ſake. All Pra- 
Eice is to diſcover, or ro work. Men diſcover them- 
ſelves in Truſt, in Paſſion, at unawarcs an.l of neceſſity 
when they would have ſomewhat done, and cannot find 
an

an apt Pretext., If you would work any man, you muſt 
cither know his Manner ant Faſhions, an fo leail him 
or his e413, and fo peiſaatle him or his weakachs, or 
diſadvantage, ant lo aie him, ami to govern them, 
Jn dealing with cuaaing Purſuit, we mult ever confider 
ticir Ends, to interpret their Sperchvs ; and it is prot 
t ay little to them, aud that whch they leaſt look 
tor.

The Tabernade was ordained for the 
keeping and delivering over from hand to hand of the 
Teſtimony ; in like manner, the cuſtody and paſſing over 
of the Scriptures is committed unto the Church» But 
the Life of Taernacle is the Teſtimony.
